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COMMENTS ON STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

This is in response to the Notice of Allowability dated June 28, 2004 in the above 
application, in which the Examiner has set forth his reasons for allowance in paragraph 2 at page 
2 of the Notice of Allowability. 

It is submitted that the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance is incomplete, 
and therefore objectionable, for at least two reasons. First, with respect to both independent 
claims 6 and 8, the Examiner has referred to certain elements of the claims which are allegedly 
not disclosed in the prior art. However, the Examiner has not addressed the remaining elements 
of the claims or the relationship of the non-disclosed elements to the remaining elements of the 
claims. 

Second, while the Examiner has stated what he believes is not disclosed in the prior art of 
record, so that the claims are novel, the Examiner has not addressed the issue of non- 
obviousness. That is, the Examiner has not made any statement why the claims are believed to 
be non-obvious over the prior art of record.
